LONDON, Nov. 23.—Prime 2 
Baldwin, himself a big business man 
before entering politics, has stirred a 
storm of mingled cheers and criticisms 
in the financial world here by his Glas- 
gow speech last night, im which he de- 
nounced “parasite. directors” who 
stand in the way of healthy business 
vamalgamations. 

It is well known how Mr. Baldwin 
was embarrassed during the govern- 
ment’s attempts to reform the coal in- 
dustry by many directors of small 
companies unwilling to give up their 
posts in favor of bigger and more 
profitable consolidated companies. One 
financial editor tonight says: “To 
brand large numbers of managers and 
directors as parasites is a sweeping

THE ELLER GANG VERDICT. 
The jury which heard the evidence against the 
Eller gangsters found one not guilty and fifteen 
guilty. They were charged with conspiracy to 
commit the election frauds and violence in the 
Twentieth ward April 10 which resulted in the 
kidnaping of many persons at the polls, in nu- 
merous assaults, and in the murder of Octavius 
C. Granady. 

Although the verdict in all but one instance 
Was guilty, the jury imposed a punishment only 
of fines, from $400 to $1,250. That seems to be a 
strange decision to be reached by twelve men who 
sat in the jury box, but it offers several self- 


In the first place, there was a conviction in all 
but the case noted. Evidently some of the jury- 
men had a full consciousness of their duty and 
were determined to do what they could to cure 
Ius which had been desperate. It is also probable 
that they found themselves checked by other 
jurymen, and they had to consider alternatives. 


able punishment and stick to their point until the 
jury had to be discharged in disagreemént, or 
they could.compromise and get a verdict of guilty 
with its lighter punishment of fines. They must 
have felt that this was the best service they could 
do the community m view of the situation as it 
disclosed itself. 

On the other side, there may have been jury- 
men influenced by other considerations than any 


presented in the trial by the evidence and testi- 


mony. These considerations are well known in 
criminal court practice and present one of the 
gravest dangers to the administration of justice.

CAIRO-—The Memphis Bulletin has 
an account of a horrible atrocity per- 
petrated by a private of the ist Ala- 
bama colored regiment on a white girl 
at Pocahontas, Tenn. After assault- 
ing the girl he was arrested, tried by 
a court martial and sentenced to be 
hanged. Col. Fielding ef the 6th Ten- 
nessee cavalry approved the sentence, 
but afterwards commuted it to shoot- 
ing.
